, Unless Chicago “comes acrves with the 
coin’ the convention will go either to St. 
Louls or Baltimore, with the chances tonight 
slightly in favor of the Missouri city. St. 
Louls is abler to care for the large conven- 
tion crowds and hes a more central gs0- 
graphical location than Baltimore, but the 
laster is pilering the committee $100,000, 
which is $35,000 more than St Louis has been 
able to raise up to date. 

The Beltimore managers had 8 certified 
check for their fund in the committee room 
today. end displayed it proudly to the Demo- 
cratic managers, It attracted much favor- 
able attention. 

At the same time St. Louis has powerful 
support, and it was stated tonight that the 
Missouri! managers will meet wha‘ever terms 
the committee may demand in order to win 
the prize. 


Bryan Favorable to Chicago, 

While Chicago's chances still are suffering 
from the jéalousy of the Harrison and Sul 
van Democrats, they were improved slightly 
this afternoon by two developments. One 
was a partly succegsful effort to raise a Chi- 
cago bonus to be offered to the committee in 
addition to the payment of the convention 
expenses, guaranteed by the citizens’ com- 
mittee, headed by Fred W. Upham and John 
W. Eckhart. The other was a disposition on 
the part of some influential members of the 
committee to vote for the city favored by 
Bryan, the view being that thie would give 
the former peerless leader a consolation 
prize for the overwhelming defeat he suf- 
fered in the decision of the contests by the 
committee. Bryan is accountod favorable (0 
Chicago, though he has intimated that cash 
for the campaign fund is also a necessity. 

Under the agreement made with the con-

and Chicago, and tonight it was said $25,000

committee meets tomorrow Chicago will be 
in a good position to win the convention. 


Increase of Chicago Boosters, 

The Chicago boosters were reinforced by | 
the arrival of a dozen Democratic leaders, 
headed by County Treasurer O'Connell and 
Charles F. Gunther. The Harrison men 
were busy all day laboring with members of 
the commitee. Congressman Sabath said 
Chicago would have a majority if Bryan 
would swing the fourteen votes he controls to 
Chicago. But Bryan would not commit him- 
self. 

The impression that National Committee- 
man Sullivan is not doing all he can for Chi- 
cago is widespread. He is represented as 
fearing the possibilitieg of a convention 
packed by Harrison and Hearst Mr, Sulli- 
var indignantly éenies this story and assev- 
erates that he is doing all he poseibly can 
to round up a majority of the committee for 


Chicago. 


CANADIAN RUNS NEARLY NUDE 
THROUGH STREETS IN COLD. 


Travels Quarter of Mile in Aurora Clad 
Only in Socks and Cheesecloth and 
Wins Prize. 


Aurora, III., Jan. 8.—[{Special.)}—The breezes 
that whistled through Aurora today were 
just as cold, raw, and penetrating as the 
draft which eddied through the streets of 
Chivago. Therefore it caused some comment 
when a man, dressed only in a pair of cotton 
socks and a yard or two of cheesecloth, 
sprinted three-quarters of a mile through the 
business section of the city. Raymond Dun- 
can, the ancient Athenian from California, 
would have appeared like an arctic explorer 
in comparison. 

The man is John Danton, a Canadian. He 
had been telling Aurora residents how much 
colder it was in Canada than in Aurora.

In beth cases 
Bryan bolted the cardinal Goctrings of his 
party incorporated into its government by 
himself in the Democratic national conven- 
tion of 1908. At that convention a resolution * 
was adopted at Bryan's command by which 
Democratic state committees were given au- 
thority te fill vacancies in the Democratic 
national committee. 

Some months ago John L. Tomlinson, na: 
tional committeeman for Alabama, died. 
Acting under the resolution of 1808 the 
Democratio state committee of Alabama 
elected James Weatherly of Birmingham to 
fill the vacancy. Today Bryan opposed the 
seating of ‘Weatherly, and was beaten by a 
vote of 84 to 18. 

The ‘Pennsylvania contest, in which Bryan 
opposed the recognition of Col. James N. 
Guffey of Pittsburgh as national committee- 
man for Pennéylvania, was decided in favor 
of Guffey by a vote of 80 to 18 


Illinois Opposes Bryan Twice. 

In the Alabama case, New Jersey, the state 
of Gov. Wilson, voted againet Bryan, while 
in the Pennsylvania ‘case it voted with him. 
Ohio followed the same procedure. Illinois 
and Indiana, represented by Roger Sullivan 
and Thomas Taggart, respectively, opposed 
Bryan in both instances. 

Bryan did not confine his attack upon 
Guffey to the latter’s lack of real Democracy 
and his corporation aMiliationa, but evidently 
having larger game in mind made an on- 
slaught on bipartisan combinations. That 
he hed the situation in I/Mnols in mind was 
shown by his citation of the Lorimer case 
im the United States senate as a precedent for 
action by the national commiteein the Guffey 

“The legislature elected Lorimer,” said 
Bryan, but the United States senate is now 
sitting in judgment on hie qualifications.” 


Guffey Fight a Puzzle. 

Just why Bryan forced the Guffey fight 
today, when he knew that it would end in his 
certain defeat, is not clear. Apparently, he 
believed it to be necessary to continue his 
effort to drive out of the official organization 
of the party a man whom he considers unfit 
to be connected with it. 

He knew last night that the committee 
would seat Guffey by a large majority, but 


gone down in a good.cause rather than to 
remain silent and acquiesce in action which 
would constitute Democratic approval of the 
things for which he claims Guffey stands. 

At one time, during his impassioned appeal 
to the committee to rid itself of “ Guffey and 
Guffeyism,” Mr. Bryan went so far as to 
threaten an appeal to the people if the 
committee should decide against him. The 
threat had no effect. 


“People Will Force Right.“ 

Mr. Bryan said that thrice he had been a 
candidate for the presidency and that 6,500,- 
000 voters had stood back ot him. They were 
all Democrats, he asserted, and it was to the 
Democracy that he would make his appeal. 

„It this committee does not do the right 
thing, he declared, the people will do the 
rights thing.“ 

What Bryan sald to the national committee 
today aroused Guffey to a fighting pitch, but 
the latter restrained himself until his con- 
testant, Representative A. Mitchell Palmer, 
took the floor. Palmer made charges which 
brought forth a vociferous “ You are a Har,“ 
from Guffey. 

Roger Sullivan pulled Guffey back into his 
seat and joined in the demand that he apolo- 
gise. Guffey did so. 

Besides disposing of the contests, the com- 
mittee half heartedly commended the pro- 
posal for presidential primaries in states 
where no provision for them is made by law.

State employés, almost toa man, have been 
swept out of active politics by a stringent 
order of the state civil service commission. 
The order was adopted Oct. 26, 1911, but the 
full and sweeping effect was not noted by 
organization politicians until yeéterday, 
when the first real start was made in plant 
ing candidates for precinct commiteemen 
and oiling up the party machinery for the 
April primaries. | 
By the terms of the ordér, which is to be 
enforced to the limit, according to the state- 
meat of William B. Mbdulton, chairman of 
the state civil service*commission, no person 
in the state classified service is to be per- 
mitted to participate in the coming cam- 
paign. 


0 4,000 Employes Affected, 
Approximately 4,000 state empiloyés, most 
of whom were covered by the blanket section 
pt the civil service law, are affected. The 
most important place, politically, is that of 
State Game Commissioner John A. Wheeler, 
former secretary of the Republican state 
committee. 

The order covers all the game and fish war- 
dens, the factory inspectors, employés of the’ 
grain inspection department, most of the 
minor job holders in the state house at 

Id. and all the employés in the sev- 
enteen charitable inetitutions. The working 
force in the penitentiaries and reformato- 
ries, not being under civil service, are the 
prob ones not prohibited from political ac- 


Text of the Order. 

The text of the rule, which is paragraph 10 
of section 8 of article 6, relating to removals 
from the classified service, is as follows: 

“That after the date of the adoption of 
this rule, he [any civil service officer or em- 
ployé) has been elected or sought an election 
as an officer of a political club or organiza- 
tion, or has acted as a worker at the polis 
or engaged in the distribution of badges, 
posters, bills, or printed or written matter 
approving, favoring, or opposing a candidate 
for election to a political office, federal, state, 
county, or municipal, or who has been con- 
cerned in the collection or distribution of 
money for a politicél purpose, or has accept- 
ed nomination as the candidate for election 
to a public office, or has recommended to the 
governor or other appointing officer himsel’ 
or another person for appointment to public 
office without having been requested by the 
governor or such appointing officer to maka 
a recommendation ’’—is cause for removal 
or discharge from the classified service of 
the state.

HE DENIES ANY CONNECTION.

Rumor Says He Will Plead Guilty to 
Killing Wife. 


Detectives Dition and Birmingham went ta 
Oregon, III., last night to see Dr. Harry E. 
Webster, indicted for the murder of his wife, 
and question him régabding the murder in 
1905 of Mre. F. E. Mise. For more than 
an hour they questioned him in his cell. They 
refused to diecuss their intervelw with him 
when they left his cel) at midnight. 

The prisoner earlier in the day was ques- 
tion by Sheriff Delaney, and said he remem- 
‘bered the case, but denied that he had any 
connection with it. 

Mrs, Mize was killed on Aug. 22, 1908, near 
the Del hotel by a supposed holdup 
man. Investigation by the police is based 
on information furnished by Mrs. Letitia 
Moulton, 1508 Edst Fifty-fifth street. At the 
time of the Mize murder she conducted a 
rooming house at 6313 Madison avenue. Dr. 
Webster then lived there. She told the police 
that Webster always farried a revolver and 
‘that shortly after Mrs. Mize was killed he a- 
posed of a gray suit and gray cap. She said 
she once found several women's watches in 
his room. 

: Companion Described Slayer. 
Mrs. F. A. Wilson, Who was with Mrs. 
Mize when she was shot, testifying at the 
inquest, described the murderer as a man 
5 test 8 inches tall and weighing. about 140 
pounds. Dr. Webster is a much larger man. 
She stated to the coroner that the man 
wore a gray coat, that he had big, square 
shoulders, and a very slim waist. She could 
not deacribe his hat. 

There was a confusion of ‘description at 
the ‘inquest.. Two servants who saw the 
shooting said the man wore a gray suit and 
a black crush Rat and that he was small. 
Another woman swore that the murderer w 
u negro.

“The national body has forsaken some of the 
democratic principles upon which it was organ- 
ized and has fallen into a state of autocracy,” 
said Mrs. Israel Cowen, president of the Chi- 
cago section. “It has lost sight of the religious 
and educational work and is Savating most of 
its efforts to philanthropy. 

“We intend to continue our ork independ- 
ently, living up to the rules of the organization, 
The society was organized in Chicago efghteen 
years ago and has a membership of 13,000.” 

The action of the Chicago section followed the 
withdrawal of sections at Boston, Washington, 
and Baltimore.

Economical Housekeeping 


N Out of the Frying Pan. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. ‘ 

HE ffying pan has received something 

more of obloquy than it has deserved, 

The pan proper i= really a useful utensil. 

It is the wrong use that has been made 

of the pan that has been responsible for 

ruined digestions, loss of beauty, swarthy com- 

plexions, and blighted lives and living. It has 

been the intolerable mixtures put into it that 

have been responsible for indigestion and phyg- 
ical atrophy. 

All food cooked in swimming lard, dripping, 
or bacon fat not of the hottest, and often not or 
the cleanest, is coated with grease, and, if it 
is in fine particles, the whole is a sodden mass 
of grease inclosed globules. 

There are no digestive juices for the emulsify- 
ing fat until a point beyond the stomach "is 
reached. So the food thus inclosed is not lib- 
erated to the action of the digestive fluids until 
then, so that it may give up what little nutri- 
ment it has to the blood. 

Even heavy pieces of meat, fish, and larger 
pieces of vegetable, when cooked in fat at a 


to digner hea temperature below the point where it would 


crisp them over, is penetrated in every part 
by it, so that the whole is but a soggy mass 
horribly unsettling to the digestion. 

— 


It is no wonder tLat men and women who live 
on such food as this are lank, gaunt, sallow, 
and flabby. They almost starve to death, while 
their alimentary tract has to labor with a bur- 
den that only the best nourished person could 
carry tolerably well. 

There are three kinds of frying—griddle fry- 
ing and frying in deep fat, and something that 
as managed is half way between these and 
Altogether bad. But this half-way-between’ 
ought not to be any more than griddle frying. 
For this we use a spider, skillet, frying pan, 
sauce pan—call it what you will, according to 
your locality—because a deeper utensil than 
the griddle is needed for bulky and wet ma- 
terials, a utensil with sides. These usually 
need to be stirred as they cook, as they coula 
not be on the griddle. 

A variety of this sort of frying is that done 
in a chafing dish, and this may be as dainty 
‘ooking as any done in the. world. 

It is not necessary to fill a frying pan half 
full of fat for its work, or, in fact, to do any 
‘more than grease the bottom. Scrambled eggs 
are an illustration of something that are wet 
and need stirring, so could not be cooked on the 
griddle, but it would be a very poor cook indeed 
who could make a fat, sodden dish of scrambled 
SES. 

— 

No more is it necessary to make a sodden dish 
out of anything fried in this way. There are 
quite delicious vegetable combinations, made of 
either raw or cooked materials, which, tf cooked 
in swimming fat, would entirely lose their qual- 
ity. The egg plant may be fried in a pan or 
on a griddle and be quite as good as when fried 
in deep fat. Even the cucumber may be sub- 
jected to this treatment and come out a dainty 
and agreeable food. 

The Creoles could hardly begin to cook. if they 
could not use the frying pan. Both the Ital. 
lans and the Spanish are past masters with it. 
when they are good cooks at all. The utensil 
is, however, undoubtedly the bane of the lower 
classes in those countriies. Atfdalasian cooks

PNEUMONIA AND BABIES. 
HILDREN less than 2 years off 
age are responsible for a large part 
of the pneumonia death rate. Whe 
Chicago ' institute has 
a chart which shows that young 

children have a higher pneumonia mor- 
tality than people at any other age period. 
While the pneumonia death rate is high- 
est among old people, as. there are 50 
many more children than old people, there 
are more pneumonia deaths among the 
children than among the aged. 

In 1900 the number of Chicded chll- 
dren under 2 years of age Who died from 
poeumonia was 1,778; the number of 

grown people over 45 years of age was 
1.701. The. h rate among babies is 
due to several causes. Under Pueu- 
monia in Babies there are grouped all of 
the infections of the lungs. Some 90 
called pneumonias are in reality other dis- 
eases—for instance, Nee 


Measles and wheoping cough kill more 
babies than do searlet fever and diph- 
theria. Much of the pneumonia rate is 
due to colds and other infections of the 
lungs during measies and whooping cough. 

While living unborn the baby’s heart is 
working; so are most of his organs. ‘The 
lungs. are not. The moment of birth 
comes—the baby breathes. The air enter- 
ing his lungs is a foreign substance, dryer 
than anything he ever has known, cooler 
than anything that he ever bas been gc- 
eustomed to, bearing germs whose effects 
are new, Oan we wonder that his fangs 
frequently are infected? 

In a few hours his stomach begins; m 
a sense, to parallel the experience which 
the lungs had at birth. The digestion is 
his second zone of weakness.

Pneumonia, for these several reasons, 18 
of great importance in babies, It must be 
guarded against. The baby should be 
born into a room which is warm, moist, 
and clean. 

Within a few days the nursery tem- 
perature should be lowered to 70, and 
then rapidly to 68 during the day and 65 
at night. After three months the night 
temperature may go down to 55. From 
then on the baby must have more and 
more out of doors e ure, . Thereby the 

susce ity Is decreased. 

Babies are not carriers of colds. It 
follows that they must be kept away from 
people who have colds; from crowds, 
street cars, and other babies. In a word, 
pneumonia is so dangerous to children 
a ee ee should 
herd to themselves.

P. W. A. F. writes: Your articles con- 
cerning humidity in dwelling houses have 
received my careful attention and I fully 
realize with what difficulty the person who 
desires to humidify his rooms which are 
heated by hot water radiator is confronted. 
I have devised a plan which I believe will 
greatly ald the conditions In the average 
dwelling. 

„This is the placing of a rather deep yet 
long, narrow pan between each radiator and 
the wall and filling thie pan with water. 

A large evaporating surface is then se- 
cured by suspending a sheet of some absorb- 
ent material, suth as loosely woven table 
padding, so that one end is immersed in this 
tank and the other end extends nearly to the 
top of the radiator. and throughout its length. 
I will be glad to have your opinion of this 
plan, for I intend. to put it into operation,”

She 
was banished by Emperor Francis Joseph 
from the court of Vienna for her flagrant 
intimacy’ with him. Then she eloped with 
him to Nice, ang there they became involved 
in dthonest financial transactions and

Yes- 
terday the Central Trust company filed an 
answer to the judge’s order, declaring that 
the $32,116 interest secured in exchange for 
the coupons was tendered to the Inter Ocean 
on Jan. 2 and the return of the coupons 
demanded, but that the newspaper com- 
pany refused to surrender them. The an- 
swer further explains that the Central Trust 
company believed it was acting legally when 
it gave the coupons to the Inter Ocean on 
Nov. 28, 1911. 

Judge Cutting may decide the petition of 
the executor to have Charles G. Dawes, pres- 
ident of the bank, punished for contempt 
for failing to declare the principal due on 
the bonds on Nov. 25, 1911.
